Mr. Patrovsky, born in 
Czechoslovakia, learned the 
meat business- and owned 
markets in Chicago before 
moving to Antioch. He retired a 
few years, ago and now the 
Packing House is operated by 
his son, Joseph J. Patrovsky 
„and_hjs jwife, jGHoria. Joe and 
Gloria are carrying on the same 
friendly, personal brand of 
service that his father offered 
over the many years since 1924. 

The firm specializes in 
smoked meat and 'gourmet 
items and. is known especially 
for its Jo-Pat brand of hickory 
smoked ham, bacon and 
sausage. In some ways Antioch 
Packing House has changed 
little over the years.it still has 
that old-fashioned market 
atmosphere, .1 with an open 



cooler that invites customers, to 
choose from the tantalizing: 
displays of cheeses and fresh * 
and smoked' meats. Yet, in 
these days of modern equip- 
ment arid thorough government 
inspection, 'the facilities \ are 
■ sparkling clean and efficient. , 
It is appetizing just to walk 
through the place.

And there is a lot of history 
attached to this firm. In March ._ 
of 1929 the front half of the old 
packing house was destroyed by_ 
fire. Then, just as it was being 
rebuilt, a tornado struck , ^ 
month later, leveling a chicken 
coop and taking the roof off the 
garage. Fortunately, the win- 
dows hadn't been replaced or 
the glass would have been 
blown out by the storm. 

Antioch Packing House was 
the biggest slaughtering 
; packing house in Lake County 
until that work was abandoned 
several years ago. More than 
120,000 hogs and 10,000 cattle 



were slaughtered there over the 
years. Once the Packing House 
slaughtered, dressed arid cut up 
a 5,000 pound elephant to satisfy 
a customer who specialized in 
exotic canned meats. "We 
slaughtered tigers for the same , 
Chicago company that owned 
the elephant," Joe Patrovsky 
recalls. 



The packing house employs 
between 12 andlS people. One of
